And the
said bonds, if so issued, and the coupons, shall be
signed by the chairman of the board of said county
commissioners in his official capacity, and attested by
the county auditor, and when so executed and issued
shall be of legal force and effect, and binding upon
said county according to the tenor and effect thereof.

^KC' ®" ^° DOn^s shall be issued under the provis-
ions of this act before the question is first submitted
to a vote of the people of the county, for which pro-
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pose said commissioners are authorized to submit the
question to the people of the county at the next elec-
tion, £n such manner as they may direct; and if at
such election a majority of the voters should* favor
such an issue of bonds, then the commissioners of said
county may issue the bonds authorized by this act;
but if a majority of the votes should be against such
an issue, then no bonds shall be issued by said coun-
ty under the provisions of this act.
